An annual communication w as received'from the Governor, by James I. 
Thornton, which is as follows: 

Executive Department, Tuscaloosa, 22dNoi\ 1831. 

To the Hon* the Sciiate and House of Representatives: 

Fellow-Citizens: From a concurrence of events of which you are 
apprised, I became the Acting Governor of the State on the third day of last 
March; and it is my duty to continue in the department until the present 
General Assembly shall have qualified the Governor elect. I cordially parti¬ 
cipate in the joys of the thirteenth annual meeting of the Representatives of 
the people of Alabama; and it adds to my exultation, that I believe, in pro¬ 
portion to the increase of the number of its years, our State rises in respecta¬ 
bility and consequence in the scale of the Union. We have cause for renewed 
obligations to the benificent Dispensator of blessings to the human family, for 
health; an unusually abundant reward to agricultural industry; and the pro¬ 
mising success of our public institutions. 

The framers of that instrument which defines your powers and mine, and 
secures to the people their rights, aware of the constant recurrence of objects 
important to the public weal, which dematid the attention of the Legislature, 
appointed sessions at short periods. And being in a co-ordinate department 
at the commencement of the present session, it is my duty to recommend to 
your consideration, such measures as I may deem proper subjects of Legisla¬ 
tive action. I perform this task w'ith less diffidence, felling assured that such 
measures as I shall recommend, coming within the pale of your operations, 
will receive from you such attention as their importance, and the good,of so¬ 
ciety may require; and from a conviction that your numerous body, immedir 
ately from the people of the different sections of the State, will have knowledge 
of such objects, involving the welfare of the community as shall have escaped 
notice in my communication: and that those, for such omission, will receive 
no less the unfemit ting rnd scrutinizing attention and deliberation of yotir 
honorable N dy. 



The L iiiversity oi Alabama was prepared for the reception of students 
on the eighteenth day of last April, since which time, with a vacation of 
ten weeks, it has been in active and successful operation. The number of 
students is ncnv eighty*cight, and others expected shortly. It is a source 
of much exultation for the infant State of Alabama, to hail the commence¬ 
ment of an institution which, from its ample endowments, its healthful 
situation, its connexion by a navigable stream with seaports and fertile 
countries, from which may be easily obtained all the necessaries and com¬ 
forts of life not furnished by the productiveness of the neighborhood, 
promises to lival any institution of the kind in the United States. No¬ 
thing i)ut a misdirected administration of its resources, can prevent its 
most extensive usefulness in the Republic. I congratulate the State on 
the fortunate selection of a President and Professors. With pleasure do 
1 express my entire belief, that their qualifications are in all respects equal 
to the discharge of the duties of their respective departments; and that 
their exertions accord with their feelings of deep interest in the prosperity 
of the institution. 

Permit me here to recommend to your consideration the propriety of 
allowing to the Trustees of the University compensation for their servi¬ 
ces, without which a proper attention to the expensive discharge of their 
duties cannot, ought not, to be expected from persons whose indispensible 
qualification is a residence in a distant part of the State. 

On a judicious adjustment of a circulating medium, in a great degree 
depend the happiness and facilities t)f social and commercial intercourse. 
A sound and well regulated currency is preventive of difHculties, and 
pronioti\'e of an easy and friendly communication between nations, be¬ 
tween states, and between individuals. The subject of banking is, there¬ 
fore, one which the Legislature of every community, involved in its 
varied intricacies and dangers, ought to view as a matter of the deepest 
concernment. If banking be considered essential in facilitating commer¬ 
cial action, it is proper to inquire how banks may be established upon 
principles or republican legislation. If we view banking as a tax upon 
the citizens, for the purpose of raising revenue to defray the expenses of 
government, wti are able to recognize the power of a State to become a 
banker as legitimate, and yet sustain the principles of equal rights to the 
citizens. Banking is a tax, because by it a revenue is collected ; and this 
revenue is inseparable from the operations of successful banking, because 
of its necessity to sustain the credit of the paper. 

The State of Alabama, in the exercise of its legitimate and constitu¬ 
tional power, has become a banker. It has established a bank founded on 
a permanent capital, which issues and lends a paper currency at a moderate 
interest. The interest constitutes a revenue to be applied only to public 
use, and is acquired by an indirect mode of taxation to raise a State 
revenue. Because the taxis paid voluntarily by individuals who borrow the 
paper, it does not change the character of the operation ; it is still a tax, 
transferred by the individuals to the public. It will not, I suppose, be 
pretended, because an innkeeper pays for his license voluntarily, that he 
does not thereby* pay a tax. But because a State has a right to tax its 
citizens to raise a public revenue, it does not conclusively follow, tj^ata 
State has the legitimate power to transfer that right to an incorporation ; 
or varying the expression, to tax the citizens for the benefit of the indivi¬ 
duals of an inedrporation. Under the general laws of Alabama, indivi¬ 
duals have not the right of associating themselves together with banking 
privileges j therefore, when the Legislature, by an act of incorporation, 
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grants these powers to an association, those individuals thereby receive 
and exercise privileges, from which other citizens of the saaie com;nunity 
are excluded. The nature of these privileges may be readily seen, bv a 
very slight examination of the operations of a private stock bank. A 
*‘set of men,” in their corporate capacity, issue their notes, by which they 
promise to pay a specified sum of money ; an individual wishing to ol)taia 
some of those notes, presents his note to be discounted, by which Ik- pro¬ 
mises to pay a specified sum of money. The operation is an exclnmge of 
notes. But in the exchange, the individual is required to pay a premium, 
the tax. Where shall we look to find the reason of the diffe! er ce in tlie 
value of the credit of these parties ; the reason why this ^‘’set of iu en” may 
require this tax, this tribute of the individual? The parties to tlie trans¬ 
action are equally solvent; the credit of each is intrinsically equal to tliat 
of the other ; they are citizens of the same State, subjects of the same 
government; on the face of the notes the promises are made in ilie same 
obligatory language, to pay in the same specific dollars, i’he reason is r.ot 
found here. But when we turn to the statute book, in an act oi t'Pe Le¬ 
gislature of a government purporting to be founded on the equal i Ignis of 
its citizens, we find the reason. I do not intend to insist tba.t the esta¬ 
blishment of company banks is contrary to the letter of the Constitirdum 
of Alabama ; for that instrument seems to recognize the right of the Le- 
gisltiture to create such banks. My object is to sl.ow, that to estabiisli a 
company bank, is not legislating stricih' on ]:vinciples of equal riglus, 
which ought to be the polar star of every American Legislator, and is 
contrary to the true policy of a Republican gcvernnicnt. Siqyposc ano¬ 
ther State to apply to the Legislature of Alabama for a Bank charter, with 
the usual company bank restrictions, to authorize that State to establish a 
bank in Alabama for the purpose of raising revenue. 'The Presidesit and 
D irectors would be chosen from the stockholder^ who, in this case, 
would be the citizens of the applying State. I'hisbank would be constitu¬ 
tional upon the same principles that the company banks are. But would 
its establishment be good policy in the Legislature? Would the appli¬ 
cation not be rejected, because it would he establishing a separate interest 
in our State? Because the bankers would manage the institution, so as to 
produce the greatest revenue, regardless of the interest of Alabama. If 
this argument he good, it will apply with equal force to any company cf 
individuals, clothed with hanking powers. Without regard to place of 
residence. State, citizenship, or other interest, they will pursue that course 
in the management of the institution which will produce the largest divi¬ 
dends because it will be for their own emolument. It is a correct course 
of legislation to endeavor to produce a coincidence between duty and in¬ 
terest. Where this is wanting, the citizen is apt to be unfaithful. The 
establishment of a company bank, is the erection of a separate interest in 
a State, and it is exclusive, confined to a few. It is absurd to say, that 
because, by the terms of the charter, it seems to offer stock to all who will 
purchase, therefore its privileges are not exclusive. This is like a thou¬ 
sand persons running to obtain shelter in a house, that will contain only an 
hundred. Pefsonis using this argument, will more certainly reach their 
object by creating a bank, in which the whole funds shall belong exclusive¬ 
ly to government; the citizens will then be equally interested. In 
this way the Bank becomes incorporated with, and composes a part of the 
government; and hence, is not liable to the objection of being a separate 
interest, 

bank of the United States is a company hank, in which four-fifths 
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of the stock is owned by individuals. There are twenty-five Hirectors, 
twenty of whom are chosen by the individual stockholders, the remaining 
five by the President of the United States. The number chosen by the 
individuals is sufiicient at all times, to control the direction of the bank. 
It is, therefore, a separate interest, and liable to all the objections of other 
company banks ; and much more alarming iu a government, because of its 
immense capital, and its powers to extend its ramifications throughout the 
Union, in defiance of State authorities. These Directors have chartered 
auibiority at their discretion, to establish at any point or points in your 
State, a branch, or branches, of a misnamed United States Bank, no other 
than a poweiTul monied institution, for the emolument, and under the di¬ 
rection of a few individuals, of different States and Nations. Where are 
your state rights, when twenty five men, private citizens, have a right, thus 
to trample upon your authorit}? Collectors of tariff duties are ofheers of 
government, and the tax which they collect is for public use ; but the na¬ 
tional banking tax-collectors, are private citizens, not material of what 
nation or countin', collecting a tax within the limits of your State, proba¬ 
bly against its consent, and for their own aggrandizement. I respectful¬ 
ly submit to vour cotisideration, the propriety of making a strong and de¬ 
cided expression against the policy of re chartering the Bank of the United 
States, especially c n its present principles, and with its present powers*, 
and discountenancing (f<n' that is the liinit of your state right,) the esta- 
blishn^cnt of other l^ranclies in the Stale of Alabama. 


It is vvoithy of notice, that tvhen the Constitution delegates powers to 
Congress, it is frec|uevii:ly under specified limitations, viz : the power to 
lay and collect taxes. 8;c. is under the restriction, that they must be uni¬ 
form throughout the Urdted States. But when Congress excrcisei a power 
not expre'isly given, it is without limitation, because the framers of the 
ConstitiUion, not anticipating any pretensions to a claim to such power, 
made no restiiciive provisions. Such is (he case in the establishment of 
a national Bank, if Congress have the power, it is limited only by their own 
discretion; hence a danger of State so\ereignty not being sufficiently 
regarded, and hence a necessity of the States being particularly watchful on 
those subjects of usurped legislation. If the establishment of such an in¬ 
stitution be indispensable to the wellare of the nation, would it not be ad¬ 
visable that each State in which a branch may be established, shall be al¬ 
lowed to purchase so much of the stock in the branch, as will give to che 
Statq the conlrfd of Its direction. In this way the power and influence of the 
Bank will be divided among the States, and not concentred entirely in 
the Gencial Government, or in the hands of individuals. 

The growdng condition of the Bank of the Stiite of Alabanaa equals the 
highest Expectations of its most sanguine friends; and its successful opera¬ 
tion will doubtless continue so long as the Legislature exercise the*r wont¬ 
ed caution in procuring ability and integrity in its direction. I would 
sugp'est the propriety of enlarging the bank capital, by the sale of ^tate 
so as to authorize the establishment of a branch at some eligible 
point, without injuring the operations of the mother bank.^ will en¬ 

able the institution to extend its accommodations, and w»th greater con¬ 
venience to the citizens ; it will also diminish the inducements to esta¬ 
blish a branch of the Bank of the United States within the ^tate. ^ ^ 

It is unnecessary at this day to produce argument to proveto citizens 
of Alabama, that duties on articles of foreign, for the purpose of 
ing domestic manufactures, operate partially on the citizens^ t e ^'A 
States; unj ustly and oppressively on those of our section; and that, as a btatc, 
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we ougbl to be decidedly opposed to the policy of the American System. 
It would seem foMy to oppose argument to the absurd idea, that the im¬ 
position of a tax, or duty, on any species of fabric, will not enhance its 
price to the consumer ; and until this be true, we are sufferers, and cannot 
favor the policy. There is, however, much diversity of opinion on the 
subject of the extent to which we may legitimately oppose the existing tariff. 
There are some who believe, that as a sovereign State, we have a right 
to determine as to the constitutionality of a tariff law : and having decid¬ 
ed it to be unconstitutional^ to declare it inoperative and void in the State, 
and resist the execution of the law. O thers are of opinion, that the jus¬ 
tice of our cause, set forth by sober argument, in remonstrance or memo¬ 
rial, will ultimately succeed in alleviating our grievances ; and should this 
fail, they believe there is yet another course to be pursued which ought 
to precede the arbitrary exercise of State sovereignty. The idea of States 
being politically united, implies a federal government; and to preserve a 
healthy action of the system of the Union, it is necessary that this Go¬ 
vernment should have the power to make certaiii general laws. The Le¬ 
gislative powers of the government of these United States are vested in 
a Congress. The Federal Constitution defines the powers of Congress, 
also designates the objects of legislation. If Congress, therefore, enact a 
law on a subject designated, and within the pale of their authority as pre¬ 
scribed by the Constitution, it is binding on the different States of the 
confederation ; otherwise it is unconstitutional, and not binding. Fur¬ 
ther to illustrate the idea : The Constitution vests in Congress the pow¬ 
er “to lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and excises it also pre¬ 
scribes that “all duties, imposts,, and excises shall be uniform throughout 
the United States.” If Congress, therefore, enact a law to lay and collec t 
duties which are uniform throughout the United States^ the law is within 
the prescribed powers, and binding on the States ; but if the duties be 
not un form throughout the United States^ the law authorizing their col¬ 
lection is unconstiiutional, ane not binding on the States. 

But Cong ress, by^ the enactment of the law, have said, that the duties 
are unifo7'm throughout the United States^ (otherwise they had not the 
power to enact the law,) and therefore constitutional. 

But the State of Alabama, says the duties are not uniform throughout 
the United States^ and therefore the law is not constitutional. Here is 
the issue. How is it to be tried? I think not by battle in the first resort. 
The judicial power of the United States is vested in a Federal, Supreme, 
and other inferior courts, and extends to “all cases in law and equity, 
arising under this Constitution, the laws of the United States,” &c. But this 
case arises under the Constitution or laws of the LTnited States; therefore, 
this law is cognizable by the Federal, Supreme, or other inferior courts. 
But the Federal Court decides the case against the State. Truly ; and 
the decision establishes a part of the Constitution which before was in 
dispute. But the evil still exists. And the law which oppresses us, has 
been determined by the proper tribunal to be constitutional. The fault is, 
therefore, in The Constitution; it vests too much power in Congress. The 
next inq^uiry is, how is the Constitution to be amended? The instru- 
irietit itsyr^ out the mode, “Congress, whenever two-thirds 

of Doth Houses shall deem it necessary, shall propose auiendments to this 
j the applica|ion of the Legislatures of two-thirds of 

States, shall call a Convention, for proposing amendments, 
shall be valid to intents and purposes, as part of 
Klis CdnStitutidn,^w ratified by the Legislatures of three'fourths of 
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the several States, or by conventions in three-fourths thereof.” Urged 
by the existing evil, the States instructs its Representatives in Congress 
to endeavor to procure propositions to amend the Constitution : memo¬ 
rials and petitions are emplo\ ed ; all exertions fail, a concurrence of ttvo- 
thirds of both Houses cannot be obtained. The State endeavors, by reso¬ 
lutions and otherwise, to procure a concurrence of a constitutional num¬ 
ber of the Legislatures of the several States, to apply for a Convention to 
propose amendments. A concurrence of the competent number cannot 
be obtained. Or if constitutional pro])ositions of amendment be made, 
the Legislatures or conventions of thre^-fourths of the several States will 
not ratify the proposed amendments. If the law be unconstitutional, 
for want of power in Congress to lay duties to protect domestic manufac¬ 
tures, instead of to raise revenue to support Government, or for other 
reason, tl'e question rna}' be tried in like manner. 

Hav inr»* now exhausted all the means known to the Constitution, and 
consistent Vvith the Union, to obtain relief from legal op|we3sion in vain, 
if the evil still exists and be insulTci able, it is now the State may begin to 
calculate tl'e ve.Iuc of the Union, (a painful reflection to a heart that has 
always elwrishtd a belief that its value is incalculable.) It is now, by re¬ 
verting to the first principles of self-protection, the State may nullify the 
acts of Congress by declaring them inoperative and void within its limits, 
and set up for itself. But before it takes this step, it ought carefullv ta 
weigh the advantages of secession, against those of the Llnion, and see 
that the former clearly preponderate. Having said thus much, I would 
submit to your honorable body the j^ropriety of making some expression 
on the subject of the present FarilT, and the means which ought to be em¬ 
ployed in opposing it, or piocui ing its modification. I will here also sub¬ 
mit for your consideration, a copy of the address to the people of the Unit¬ 
ed States read by Mr. Berrien from the federative committee, to, and 
adopted by the anti-tariff convention. 

A conviction of the highest considerations of public duty induces me 
to direct your attention again to a subject, the importance of which has 
been so often pressed on previous sessions of the Legislature by my pre¬ 
decessors, that little remains to be said with which you are not familiar. 
To afford such practicable facilities to the commercial interests of our 
growing country as their exigencies may require, certainly falls within the 
legitimate sphere of legislative action. In tracing the vestiges of ancient 
States, in whose councils, munificence, guided by wisdom, presided, the 
remains of commercial improvement and other undertakings, mark the 
advanced state of society, and attest the empire of the arts of peace. 
While milllary achievement has sl.ed lustre on nations, works of public 
utility, tending to the happiness and welfare of society, record the ex¬ 
ercise of superior virtues, and aftbide nobler monuments of true and 
lasting glory. 

While we feel a degree of becoming pride in the consciousness that the 
State of Alabama stands pre-eminently distinguished on the map of our 
country for its natural commercial advantages, yet there are works of 
public improvement, the accomplishment of which are imperiously called 
for by the growing wants of our flourishing country, and which would in- 
‘^alculably tend to the promotion of the welfare and prosperity of the 
State. Among these, the connection of the Tennessee and Alabama 
waters, as well on account of the magnitude of the undertaking, as of its 
high importance to extensive and various sections of country, whether 
regarded in a military or commercial point of view, \yhether as a project 
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of a national or local nature, command our early attention. While this 
subject presents to the General Government, in drawing together and 
preserving in political concord the distant parts of a widely extended 
country, an object inviting to patriotism, and interesting to its reputation, 
the commercial interests of the ^tate impel to the most intense efforts in 
promoting the same object. The events of the last war, yet fresh in the 
recollection of us all, admonish, that if a hostile flag should again wave 
along our coast, it is to the interior we must look for the means of de¬ 
fence, in men and the munitions of war. By an improvement of the kind 
here recommended, a direct intercourse would be opened between our sea¬ 
board, and the populous and fertile regions of East Tennessee, Western 
Virginia, North Carolina, and a respectable portion of Georgia, by wliich 
the effective forces and supplies could speedily be conveyed to our assis¬ 
tance and relief. Thus valuable in a state of war, its advantages would 
be more sensibly and beneficially experienced during the prevalence of 
peace. It tvoiild pour into the bosom of Alabama the rich produce of the 
sections of country before enumerated, consisting of commodities which 
our necessities most urgently require, yiz : Iron, Bacon, Edour, Lard, 
Butter, Rri]>e, andl Bagging, many of ivhich articles we now nrorure from 
the N ortli vVestei'u States, by w-ay of New Orleans, loaded with the ac¬ 
cumulate'.! charges consequent upon a long, circuitous, and dangerous 
navigation, irenneut trans-shipments, merchants’ commissions, and other 
expenses, wliich generally swell the price of the article by ike time it 
reaches the consumer, to an amount double its original cost. This in¬ 
creased ex'pense is taken from the pockets of our citizens, and would., as 
has been shown by unerring calcuraiion, in two years, amount to a sum 
equal to the accomplishment or the proposed undertaking, thereby drain¬ 
ing the country of its eifcub.uing medium, to the manifest injury of all in¬ 
terests, and all classes and conditions of men. Another desirable effect 
attendant on its consumination, v.'oukl be the concentration of the trade, 
export and iiriport, of an extensive t^act nf country, (of itself adequate to 
the support of a large city,) upon Mobile ; thus contributing to the crea¬ 
tion of a great commercial erniioriam witlu-n our own limits, tlian wbicdn 
nothing serves more eflectually to gi’ce c’naracter to a State. It would 
give new impulse to the productive genius and industry f;f the country, 
calling into profitable employment thousands of honest individuals ; open¬ 
ing new and untliought-of avenues to the accumulation of wealth ; and 
would brit^g into immediate and successful cultivation millions of acres 
of lands, bdessed with fei tility .of soil and salubi ity of climate, whose na¬ 
tural disabiities, without the assistance of art, condemn them to perpetual 
waste and wilderness. The high estimate which is placcvd uj'on this trade 
in oihei' pacts, may he readily inferred from fact, trait great struggles 
are noV/ roakiag by Virginia 'md boiuh Carolina, to open tor it ;.u e^uilet

respective territories, by a railroad 
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s the Aievba'dcs, 


to an Atkiiuic port; either of which projects, in their accomplishment, 
would in voi ve an expenditure iucomparaldy cxti avagaug in proportio?! to 
the amount ne(:ess.iry to carry into execution the afomnentioaed im¬ 
provement. And shall wc, with all the advantages which nature and cir¬ 
cumstances have combined in our favor, su[)inely fold our arms in cold 
indifference, and see that wealth seized upon by others, which may be 
Regarded as the rightful property of our own citizens? To this question 
the Representatives of the people will rctCirn to their constituents a ro¬ 
per answer. Of the proper manner of prosecuting this desirable object, 
whether by the incorporation of a joint stock company for the Whole 
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v/ork ; or by undertaking’the work at State expense, for public benefit; 
or whether aid should be solicited from the General Government, in 
effecting that which is so evidently a national concern ; or wheih.er by ca¬ 
nal or railroad, is for the wisdom of the General Assembh' to detenr.ine. 
In your deliberations on this subject, you will, I have no dou])t, (>e much 
aided by the report of the State Engineer. 

A connex;. vi oFsoine point above the Aluscle Shoals, wiU) sc'oe point 
beh-'W iliosc oh’-itructions, on the I'erinessee or Mississipjfi rivers, ’. iewing 
itchther as vi miticmal or local work, is equally desirable, and worthy ol 
CO isideration. 'The formidable cliilicuhies to navigation presented bt’the 
Uluscle Shoals, render it advisable that the improvement recommended 
should be b}' railroad. 'Fo .shoA/ the great uliiity and practic.Foiiit'C of 
the improvement, 1 herewith submit a copy of tiie address to the public, 
by the Conespondif'g Commiuec appointed by the Valley Railroad Con¬ 
vention al Court]and. 

Widt this sujncrficialglance at 'durse object oi internal improvement, I 
take leave of them, udth a full co didence, tlrat they wdll receive from you 
that attention, that careful and i ".^partial consideration, to which tlmir 
magnitude, their importance, and th.eiriniimate connexion with the dearest 
interest; of the people of Aiahania,so pre-eminently entitle them. 

d'he crowded docket of our Sui)reme Court admonishes that sovnclhing 
is defective in the system. 'Fiie Judp^es, after discharging the duties of 
their respective circuits, are uuiablc to command more time tlian is suffi¬ 
cient to do half the quantity or the business wlFich has accumulated in the 
Supreme Cojurt since its last previous term. As the State becomes more 
populous, business will increase, and there will be a consequent increase 
of litigation. I, therefore, rccormncnd to }-our notice the propriety of 
establishing a separate Siq.aeme Court to consist ('jf three Judges, who 
will be able to hold such terms as the business of the court may require. 
Pc.rties will then be able too'otain justice in a reasonable time, the delay 
of which, under the present 'syslem, ahnost amounts to a denial ; and 
which must be very desiralj’e to a communily, and to Judges oi a Court 
of dernier resort, thev will Irave time for reading, and the examination of 
important principles, on the correct settlement of which may depend much 
of the security of life, liberty., and property ta. the citizens. 

I would respectfully direct your attention to the inquiry, wdiether the 
punishment of death be not disproporlionate to the crime of counterfeit¬ 
ing and forgery. I am aware of the impracticability of graduating punish¬ 
ment and crime with precision ; but when the disproportion is so great 
that humanity revolts at the idea of inflicting the punishment; that all 
good feelings unite in recommending a convict to Executive clemency, 
it is then obvious that a lower grade ®f punishment is expedient to in¬ 
sure its infliction, and to prevent crime from being perpetrated with im¬ 
punity, And while on this subject allow me to recommend to vour con¬ 
sideration the establishment of a Penitentiary system. Preceding Legis¬ 
latures have rejected the proposition, because the resources of the State 
were thought to be unequal to the expense of erecting a suitable building. 
To obviate this difficulty, I would recommend that the building be con¬ 
structed on such model, that part of the plan may be completed, fit for 
use, the first year ; and afterwards, annual additions to be made, until the 
edifice be sufficient for the exigencies of the State; and for effective means, 
I would advise annual appropriations from the dividends accruing to the 
State from the Treasury Fund in the State Bank. 

As a subject Ayorthy of the consideration of the Legislature, allow me ta 
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call to your attention, the necessity of extending more fully, into the Chero¬ 
kee and Creek nations of Indians, within the chartered limits of the State, 
the ci\dl and criminal jurisdiction of the Stale courts, allowing to the 
inhabitants, in all respects, the rights and privileges of citizens, -as far as 
is consistent with the constitution, justice, and their condition. Onr ci¬ 
tizens residing near the borders of those unceded lands, are frequently in¬ 
terrupted in their rights of person and property, by lawless persons, who 
elude the pursuit ofjustice, bv being beyond the jurisdiction of our courts. 
The sovereignty of the State, gives to it the right of jurisdiction through¬ 
out its territory. It is, therefore, a curtailment of its rights to suffer a 
part of its limits to be under a distinct government, and more inconvenient 
because the government is only nominal, and not adequ;\te to Hhe pur¬ 
poses ofjustice. 

The safety of the citizens, particularly those in the neighborhood of the 
Seat of Covernment, demands your attention, to the insecure situation of 
the public arms. There has been a late arrival of nearly one thousand 
muskets, with accoutrements, which, in their present situation, may be 
easily possessed by those whom, I fear, we have too much reason to de¬ 
nominate, a disaffected and dangerous population. A moment’s reflec¬ 
tion, I think, will clearly show the expediency of erecting a State Arsenal, 
or making further provision for the distribution ol the public arms. 

The unflnished situation of the State Capitol will present itself for your 
consideration, and strongly urges at your hands an appropriation of the 
small amount necessary for its completion. 

Since the last session of the General assembly, I was informed by a 
communication from the commissioners of the General Land Oflice at 
Washington City, that selections of lands, made by the commissioners 
appointed to select the 400,000 acres, donated to the State, to improve 
the navigation of the Tennessee and other rivers, not confor.mable to the 
divisions and subdivisions prescribed by an act of Congress, making fur¬ 
ther provision for the sale of public lands, would not be sanctioned in 
that department. And because the commissioners had selected many 
tracts of forty acres, being the one half of the smallest legal subdivision, 
I deemed it expedient to, and did call them together by proclamation, 
with instructions to substitute other tracts, conformably to legal subdi¬ 
visions, equal to the aggregate quantity of those sedected by tracts of less 
than legal subdivisions, which service they performed. I would, therefore, 
recommend to your consideration, the propriety of allowing them com¬ 
pensation for such extra service. 

I have received copies of resolutions of the Legislatures of different 
States, which, according to request, I present to your honorable body for 
consideration, viz: of Resolutions of the Legislature of the State of Mas- 
sachuseUs, respecting the integrity and permanency of our civil institu¬ 
tions, in relation to a more perfect organization of the militia under the autho¬ 
rity of the United States. Of the State of Delaware, in relation to the tariffof 
the United States, andto internal improvements ; in relation to the amend¬ 
ments of the Constitution of the United States, proposed by the Legisla¬ 
tures of the States of Louisiana and Missouri, in relation to the surviving 
officers and soldiers of the revolutionary Army ; in relation to the public 
lauds of: the United Stat^ in relation to resolutions of Alabama, nomi¬ 
nating Andrew Jackson for re-election, &c. Of the State of Vermont, in 
relation to the States of Georgia, Connecticut and 

Louisiana, on the subject of proposed amendments to the Constitution of 
thn United States. Of the State of O^io^ in relation to the Constitution- 
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;il power of Cortgrejss to^appropiiatem to aid the Colonization Soci¬ 
ety. Of the State of Maine, in relation to the tariff and internal improve¬ 
ment. Of the, State*of New Hampshire, in relation to the more perfect 
organization of tj^e- miiitia of the s^everal states. I also lay before your 
honorable body, Copies of U memorial of the Americaujconvention, for 
promoting the abolition of slavery, and improving the condition of the 
African race. 

The following appointments have been made since the last session of 
the General Assembly, viz: VVilliam Richards, Judge of the County Court 
of Pickens county, vice Job H. Binion, resigned ; William Harper, Judge 
of the County Court of Dale county, vice William Lofein, resigned ; Wil¬ 
liam H. DukeyJudge of the County Court of Marion county, vice William 
H. Ragsdale, resigned ; John H. Gilmoie, Judge of the County Court of 
Henry county, vice David Caldwell, resigned ; George Burt, Judge of the 
County Court of Conecuh county, vice Stephen C. Richardson, resigned. 

I have also received the resignation of the Hon. Charles Tate, as a mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Internal Improvement; of Benjamin Williamson, as 
Judge of the County Court of Wilcox county ; of James Saffold, as Judge 
of the County Court of Dallas county; of Thomas Ringold as Judge of 
the County Court of Marengo county. 

My present connexion with you, gentlemen, in a few days will be dis¬ 
solved. Its whole existence will have been short; but though I never 
should have the honor again to occupy a seat in any departtnent of th6 
gdvernment, the present and subsequent Legislattires have my most ar¬ 
dent wishes for the success of every exertion to promote the welfare of 
the citizens of Alabama. SAM. B. MOORE.

John Gayle, Esq. was duly and constitutionally elected Governor of the 
State of Alabama for the ensuing two years: And then the Senate withdrew.

On motion of mr Norwood: Resolved^ that the committee on ways and 
means be instructed to inquire into the expediency of changing the mode 
of assessing and collecting taxes in this State, by making it the duty of 
justices of the peace to assess and the sheriff to collect, with leave to re¬ 
port by bill or otherwise. 

Mr Brodnax introduced a bill to be entitled an act to discontinue and 
establish certain election precincts therein specified; which was read and 
ordered to a second reading. 

On motion of mr King of WLi Resolved^ xh’M the Senate l>e now inform¬ 
ed that the House of Representatives is now ready to receive them in 
their Hall for the purpose of witnessing the inauguration of the Gover¬ 
nor elect. Ordered^ that the clerk acquaint the Senate therewith. 

The Senate having repaired to the House of Representatives and taken 
their seats. His Excellency John Gayle, appeared and delivered an appro¬ 
priate address to both Houses, after which the oaths prescribed by the 
constitution were severally administered to him in due form, and then 
the Senate withdrew. 

The House then proceeded to the election of a messenger to the House 
of Representatives: James Rather and Thomas S, BaSkins, being in nom¬ 
ination. 

James Rather having received a majority of the votes, Mr Speaker de¬ 
clared him elected, who took the usual oaths, and entered upon the dis¬ 
charge of the duties of his office. 

And then the House adjourned until Monday at 10 o’clock, a. m, 

Monday^ Nov, *28, 1831.—The House met pursuant to ajournment. 

Mr Baker presented the petition of sundry citizens of the city of Mo¬ 
bile, praying the passage of a law to incorporate ^an independent bank to 
be located in the town of Montgomery, or to establish a branch of the 
State Bank; which was read and referred to the committee on the state 
bank to consider and report thereon. 

Mr M‘Rca presented’the account of Tarlton Ewbanks and others- 
for apprehending Thomas Nichols; which was read and referred to the 
committee, 

presented the petition of William Lee, sheriff of Cone¬ 
cuh cbiili^;%hfeh was read and referred to the committee on accounts. 

MrDeH^ltom the judiciary committee to whom was referred a rcso- 
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lution directing them to inquire into the expediency of drafting a bill con¬ 
taining a list or table of all the Latin words, phrases, or technical expres¬ 
sions in our statute books, in alphabetical order, with their English sig¬ 
nifications inserted between brackets, next after the insertion of any or all 
Latin words, reported that it is not expedient to pass the bill proposed by 
the resolution, and asked to be discharged from the further consideration 
thereof; which was granted. 

Mr Dellet from the judiciary committee to whom w’as referred the pe¬ 
tition of James Paris and Eaton Gresham, praying the passage of a law 
authorizing Samuel Savage, administrator of Alexander Paris, to make 
titles to a certain tract of land described in the petition, reported that the 
application is improperly made to the legislature, that the bill prayed 
for ought not to pass, and ask to be discharged from the further consider¬ 
ation oi the subject. Mr M'Kinley moved that the report lie on the table; 
which w'as carried. 

Mr Dellet from the judiciary committee to which was referred the pe¬ 
tition of Newman Wilks, praying the passage of a law authorizing the ad¬ 
ministrator of Philip Wilks, deceased, to make titles to a certain tract of 
land, according to verbal agreement as set forth by the petitioner, report¬ 
ed that it is inexpedient to grant the prayer of the j';etitioner, and ask 
leave to be discharged from the further consideration of the same. Mr 
MWay moved that the report lie on the table; which was carried. 

Mr Dellet from the j'udiciary committee to which was referred the pe¬ 
tition of Benjamin Williams, administrator of the estate of Samuel New¬ 
ton, deceased, praying the passage of a law authorizing him to sell a tract 
of land belonging to the estate of said deceased, lying the county of Mo¬ 
bile, reported that the application of the petitioner, properly made to the 
legal authorities of Mobile county would be attended to in the way re¬ 
cognized by law, that the prayer of the petitioner ought not to be granted 
by the legislature, and ask leave to be discharged from the further consid¬ 
eration of the subject. Mr Toulmin moved that the report lie on the 
table; which was carried. 

Mr Dellet from the judiciary committee to whom was referred a reso¬ 
lution requiring them to inquire into the expediency of so altering the 
constitution of the State of Alabama as to extend the jurisdiction of jus¬ 
tices of the peace on all sums not exceeding one hundred dollars, report¬ 
ed that the alteration proposed by the resolution is inexpedient, and ask 
leave to be discharged from the further consideration of the same. Mr 
Hickman moved that the report lie on the table; which was lost. The 
committee were then discharged. 

Mr McKinley, from the committee on education to whom was referred 
a resolution instructing it to inquire into the expediency and constitution¬ 
ality of dividing tlie University fund, so as to provide for the establish¬ 
ment of preparatory schools in each county in this State, asked leave to 
be discharged from the further consideration thereof. Mr Hickman 
moved that the report lie on the table; which was lost. The committee 
was then discharged. 

Mr Acklen intoduced a bill to be entitled an act to change the name of 
a certain person therein named; which was read a first time and ordered 
to a second reading. 

Mr Cook introduced a bill to be intitled an act to amend an act entitled 
an act for the better regulation of judicial proceedings, passed February 7y 
1818, and for other purposes; which was read a first time and ordered to 
a second reading. 

On motion of mr Swink; Resolved^ that the judiciary committee be in- 
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structed to inquire into the expediency of allowing the sheriffs to take 
recognizances, in all cases where they may have in their hands, a capias 
or indictment found without applying to a justice of the peace. 

Mr Shearer introduced a bill to be entitled an act amendatory to an act 
entitled an act supplementary to the laws respecting garnishment, approv¬ 
ed December 17, 1823; which was read a first time and ordered to a se¬ 
cond reading. 

Mr Craig offered the following: Whereas^ the happiness of man, the 
good of society, and the perpetuity of this Union, mainly depend on 
education; with a view to effect these all important ends, 

Be it therefore resolved^ that the committee on education be instructed 
to inquire into the propriety of establishing a free school in each town¬ 
ship in this State, or in such as have not already a suffeient endowment 
for that purpose, with leave to report by bill or otherwise; which was 
adopted. 

Mr Philpot introduced a bill to be entitled an act for the relief of pur¬ 
chasers of low priced lands; which was read a first time and ordered to a 
second reading. 

On motion of mr Moffett: Resolved^ that the judiciary committee be 
instructed to inquire into the expediency of so amending the laws of, this 
St^te, on the subject of usury, that the lender of money at usurious in¬ 
terest, shall forfeit only the excess above the amount actually loaned, with 
the interest thereon, and that they have leave to report by bill or other¬ 
wise. 

On motion of mr Musgrove: Resolved^ that the committee on education 
be instructed to inquire into the expediency of admitting such number of 
students into the University of this State from each county or township, 
as the committee may think most practicable, who shall be educated free 
of expenses, both in regard to tuition and board, for the term of one year 
or longer as the committee may think proper; with leave to report by bill 
or otherwise. 

Mr Augustus introduced a bill to be entitled an act to establish an ad¬ 
ditional election precinct in the county of Pike; which was read and order¬ 
ed to a second reading. 

Mr Boyd introduced a bill to be entitled an act concerning dower; which 
was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

On motion of mr Payne: Resolved^ that the committee on roads, bridg¬ 
es and ferries, be instructed to inquire into the expediency of changing 
Byler’s road from Bear creek, so as to intersect at LaGrange, the roads 
leading to Tuscumbia and to Florence, and to put said road under the 
care and superintendance of the county court of Lawrence, where said 
road may be in that county, and under the county court of Franklin, 
where it may be in that county; and that said committee report by bill or 
otherwise. 

Mr Rugely introduced a bill to be entitled an act to regulate the elec¬ 
tion of justices of the peace and constables in certain cases and for other 
purposes; which was read a first time and ordered to a second reading.

Bills from the Senate of tlie following titles, to wii: An act to repeal an act 
entitled an act to establish a board of internal improvement for the State^of 
Alabama; and an act altering the time of opening and closing the polls at 
elections in the city and county of Mobile; were severally read a first time and 
ordered to a second reading.

Mr Farrar presented tlie petition of sundry inhabitants of St Clair county, 
in relation to physicians practising medicine; which was read and referred to 
the same committee to which was referred the petition of mr Lea presented on 
yesterday pn the same subject, 

Mr Dellet called up the bill entitled an act in relation to slaves, and for 
other purposes. The bill being on its second reading mr Dellet moved to 
amfnd the third section by striking out “five hundred” and “one thousand” 
where they^ occur; which was carried. Mr Paul moved to fill the blanks in 
said section, with the words “five hundred” and “one thousand;” which was 
lost. Mr Baker moved to fill the blanks with the words “ three hundred” and 
“ six hundred;” which was carried. 

Mr Baker moved to fill the first blank in the fourth section, with tlie word 
“three,” and the next blanks with the words “three hundred” and “six hun¬ 
dred;” which was carried. 

Mr jDellet moved to fill the blanks in the sixtli section, with the w ords “ ten” 
and “ twenty;” whicii was c«arried. 

Mr Erwin moved the following amendment to come in at the end of the 
sepond section; which was adopted: “ Provided also^ that they sliall be enti¬ 
tled to introduce under the provisions of this act, any slaves in their posses¬ 
sion in the right of their ward or wards. 

Mr Hubbard moved the following amendment: “ile it fur t her enaciedy 
that hereafter it shall not be lawful for more than five slaves, either with or 
without passes, to assemble together at any place off the proper plantation to 
which they belong; and if any slaves do so assemble together, the same shall 
he deemed and considered as an unlawful assembly. 

And he it further enaciedy that it shall be the duty of all patrols and officers 
pivil and military, forthwith to cause said slaves so assembled to disperse, and 
each of said slaves so assembled shall be liable to receive any number of lashes 
not exceeding ten; and if any slave which may once be punished for attending 
$uch unlawful assembly, who shall again offend herein, shall be liable to be 
punished at the discretion of any magistrate before whom he may be carried 
for trial, by stripes not exceeding thirty-nine. 

And be it further cuactedy that the provisions of this act shall not apply to 
any assemblage of slaves attended hy^ the master, owner or overseers of such 
slaves. Mr McKinley moved tirat the bill with the proposed amendment be 
postponed until Saturday next, and that one hundred copies be printed for the 
nse of the two Houses of the General Assembly. Mr Paul moved to amend 
ntr McKinley’s motion with the words “and be made the special order of the 
day at 10 o’clock, a. M.;” which was carried. 

The question was then on mr McKinley’s motion as amended and carried.

his duty to do,and which he is hound to attend to; not only by the duties of 
his appointment, but which he Iras sw'orn to attend to. Aour committee beg 
leave further to remark, that while th6 Legislature are imapprised why the 
votes of Monroe county have not reached the seat of government as required 
by law, not knowing whether tlie same is attributable to accident or design, it 
would be premature to direct a [)rosecution to be set on foot, when for aught 
that appears to the Legislature there is no ground for the instruction or pros¬ 
ecution. Your committee arc of opinion, that when the violation of a statute 
of the State, either by neglect or refusal to comply with its requisitions, has 
subjected an individual to penalties imposed, and that it is the duty of a pub¬ 
lic officer to prosecute for such neglect or refusal, that it is unnecessary 
that the Senate and House of Representatives should, by act or joint resolu¬ 
tion so far prejudge the matter, as to direct a prosecution to be commenced, 
and thereby place themselves nominally, at least in the attitude of informer 
and prosecutor. Your committee are of opinion that the resolution is inex¬ 
pedient and ought not to be passed. Mr Hays moved that the House disa^

The House of Representatives haviiig on yesterday resolved that it is inexpedient 
lo instinict the solicitor of the first judicial circuit to prosecute the sheriff of Moni’oc 
county, for failing to make a return of the votes given in J/onroe county for Governoiv 
at the late election; and the undersigned, a member of the House of Representatives 
from the said county, beliexdng the said decision to be highly injurious to the public, 
claims the constitutional liberty to dissent from the said decision, and asks to have the 
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Jofio^iog reasofts^br his stiid dissent entej^d on the journals. The resolution which 
the: undersigened had the honcr.^o offer to ti\e cxmsidevation of the House is in the fol- 
lowing words: Resolved by the Senate and House of Refiresentativcs of the State of 
Alabama in Ge^ieral Assembly convened^ that the solicitor of the first judicial circuit 
of this Suite be mstriicted to take steps c.nd prosecute the sheriff of A/ )nroo count)', 
for failing to make a return of the votes given in Afonroe county for Governor at the 
late election. This resolution was by order of tlie House, referred to the judiciav)' 
committee, which committee rc])orted that its ado])tion “/-s* hiecc/icdierit'''' for the rea¬ 
sons set forth in their rc'~.ort. The House concurred in the I'cport, and the resolution 
was of course rejected.

tion,” have had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to report, that 
if the sheriff of A^onroe, '.vliose duty it wjis to make returns of the votes of said coui^ty, 
is answerable bv indictment for having failed to do so, lie is answerable by v'rrtue of 
the laws of the State of Alabama; and the solicitor of the first circuit having taken 
upon himself the duties of his office, as prescribed by law, it is not believed to comport 
with the dignity of the legislative body, by act or joint resolution, to instruct or direct 
the solicitor of the first circuit to do that, which by law is his duty to :to, and which 
he is bound to attend to, not only by the duties of his appointment, but which he is 
sworn to attend to. 

Your committee beg leave further to remark, tliac v/hile the Legislature are unap- 
prised why the votes of A/onroe county have not readied the scat of Govci'ninent as 
required by law, not knov/ing wiictlu^r the same is attributable to accident or design, 
it would be premature to direct a ])ro?ecution set on f ait, when for aught that appears 
to the Legislature, there is no ground foi* tlic nuanictiou or prosecution. \oar com¬ 
mittee are of opinion, that when the violation ot a statute of the State, eitlier by neg¬ 
lect or refusal to ce,mply with its requisitions has subjected an individual to pen ilties 
imposed, and that it is the duty of a public officer to prosecute for such neglect or re¬ 
fusal, that it is inexpedient that tlic Senate and ilouse of ilcprcsentatives should, by 
act or joint resolution, so tar prejudice t.te matter as to dii'cct prosecution lulxi

Thislearned document asserts that the sheriff is answeiau-c by inclictrucnt, toi tail¬

Mr Carroll iroia the iniiitnrv committee to ulioin was referred a lueinorlaJ 
of the Cahawha Guards and othf'vs, n’porled a bill to be entitled an act to in¬ 
corporate the Cahawha Guardis rnid for other purposes; wliich was read a 
first time, and thecoiistitutioiud provision requiiiiiiii: l)iils to be read on three 
several days heiitii; dispensed u iti*, it was read a second time forthwith, and 
the provision beinu' futiiicr (hspcjo-ed with, it was read a third time forthwith, 
considered as encrossefl and passed. Ordereth that the title be as aforesaid. 
Onlered, tliat the same be sent to the Senate hn* their concurrence. 

Tlie sauH'counnitU'e t(» whom was nderred tlie certilicate of Robert Fie- 
minp.', president of a court fuarda! held in the town of Centre\ ille, Bibb county, 
certifying' that Jmnes B. Clark was a|q)ointed jiulge-advocate for said court, 
reported that the claims of said ( ’lark hir services rendered by him, as judge- 
advocate, accruing at the sitting ofsaul court, ought projierly to be paid by 
the regiment, at whose iuslaiica* iht' courrt was calicd; in which report the 
House concurred. 

The same cominittoo to wlioni was referrcfl a resolution instructing them 
to empiire into theex})ediency of estahjishing live musters annually, to wit: 
two company, one brigade and batnllion musters, and forbidding any captain 
the right of com|)v^iling his company to meet oftener, reported that it is inex¬ 
pedient to legDdaU' upon tlie sulqt’ct. Mr Sleplxcns moved that the report lie 
on the table; whi(di was ('arried. 

Mr Carroll made tiie following report: The mdlinry committee to whom 
was referred a jomt resolution Iroin the Senate, antiiorizing and retjuiring the 
quartermaster genera) to remove all the pubtic arms in his possessiou to the 
State capitol, have had the same under their consideration, and tiiey have in¬ 
structed me to report the said joint resolution inexja'diejU. The committee 
ill coming to this conclusion, have been inibu'uced l>y t he fallow iiig coiisidcra- 
tions: It is behe^ed: that the contemplated jilaee for the pid)lic arms (the li¬ 
brary room) in tire Bt.ite capitoi would be (juit/e as iinsaf' a deposit for them 
as where they are now sitmiled. During a greater part of the year, only a 
few persons (oliicsa's of the Government) remedn about tlie capltol, not suffi¬ 
cient in number to repel force If a violent attempt were made to take tlie arms, 
the capitoi too,- being situated some distance h orn the centi e of population 
in the town of Thiscaloosa. If violence were resorted to, to gain possession 
of them, it^-iight be edected iiefore the inhabiiaiUs of the town could be gen¬ 
erally alarmed or apprised of the diet. In addition to this consideration, the 
architecture of the room not being designed for any siu h purpose, it is 
thought from tlie mu tiber and weight of the public arms, they would endan¬ 
ger that part of the building by causing the floor of the room to sink down or 
give way. For these reasons, together with the smg'idarity of converting a 
library room into a State arsenal, the committee have instructed me to make 
the foregoing report, all of which is most respectfully snbmitted; in wdiich 
report the House concurred.

The same committee to whom was referred the account of Richard G. Ry- 
der, reported the same as not chargeable on the State, and ask leave to be 
discharged from the furtlicr consideration of the same; which was granted. 

Mr Hubbard from the special committee to whom w as relerred thehiii enti¬ 
tled ail act to provide a more summary mode for the trial of breaches ol the 
peace, reported a substitute in lieu thereof; w Inch w as adopted. 

Mr Hubbard who voted in the majority on the question just taken, moved 
to reconsider the vote; w liich was carried.

Executive OEricE, Dec. IT, 1831. 

I herewith lay before the General Assembly copies of a communication fro:n the a^- 
Jotant genei^b which accompanied liis annual report to the executive, dated 9th Dec. 
1831. The comprehensive view which that officer presents of our militia system is 
imw established. Th^ manner in which he has pointed out its defects, andhis sugges¬ 
tions of such amendments of the laws as would place it on a morev respectable and de¬ 
sirable footing, are well worthy the consideration of the Legislature. It is apparent 
that the laws have failed in the essential particulars of enforcing such returns 
from the several divisions and brigades, as will aflord any tiling like a c(a rcct state¬ 
ment of the strength of the militia. 'I'his should at all lim^sbc known, as well to be 
prepared against such exigencies as may arise, as to enable us to receive froni the (ien- 
etal Government the quantity of arms and accoutrements, to which, by the existing 
laws of Congress, we are ^entitled. 

The Hun. B. W, Wilson, has resigned the office of judge of the county court for the 
county of Layette- And the seats of Drs. John H. Lucas and Young A. Gray, in the 
Afedical Board of Huntsville, have been vacated by tlie death of tlie former and the 
failure of the latter to attend the Board at its two last annual meetings.

no judge of the county court, twm justices of the peace, summoned as afore¬ 
said, shall form a court to try and determine said offence; and it shall be the 
duty of tlie magistrate to order the sheriff or coroner of his county, to sum¬ 
mon twenty-four pirors to be and appear at the place and time appointed for 
the trial of said olience, one half of whom sliail be sl.xveholders, and should 
the judge of the county court, or any justice summoned to attend said trial, 
fail to attend, any justice of the peace shall forthwith cause to be summoned, 
two justices of the peace, to be associated with him in forming said court, 
and may adjourn from day to day till the business before them is disposed of. 
Section 3. strike out the words, “ on the venire facias.” In the sixth section, 
after the word “ clerk,” insert “ of the county court, and any justice of!the 
peace.” In which several amendments the House concurred; and die ques^ 
tion being put, shall this bill be read a third time ^ it was determiaed m the 
afSrmafive.

They believe, however, that if, on tulure examination, it can* be shown, that the pio- 
posed comiiuinicatTon is ]>s acticable, and can h-e lirougbt withm the conipass of the 
means cjf the Ftrtc, or wi h.er Citizi'us, it w’dl iuc.ilcuhably conduce to tiie piomotiitn 
of the interests of all sections c-t the Btatc ; tlndc it w'ill, at the same time, tend to 
elevate our character abroad, and afford a proud and lasting monument of our enter- 
prize, and of the genius id' the age in v.’U'.cii we Isve. i he prc.'posed work, if exe¬ 
cuted in accordance with the prayer < t the memorialists, by connecting the lemotest 
points of tlie State with one anothc;r, and binding them together by the strongest or 
all ligaments, the ties of interest, would in a short time alhiy and extinguish all those 
sectional prejudices and jealousies which now exist, and unite us in one harntonious 
whole. And by concentrating tlie entire commerce td our State on one pouit, we 
shall be advancing the commercial interests of our country, and build up within oui 
own limits a great emporium of trade, second only to one in the southein section ot

That on the 5th day of March, in the year 1827, your memorialist, togetl\er with 
one Willianj M. Nicholson, pvu'chascd of the trustees of the University, a certain 
tract of land situate in the said county of Monroe, being fractional section no. 25, in 
township 7, of range 5, con.tain.ing 305 acres, at twelve dollars per acre ; and that 
since the peri<;d of said ])urc'nase, your memorialist has become tVie ownei* of said 
fraction—That the ti'ustces of the said University, before the time appointed for the 
sale of sriid land, a])poinied .h im W. Moore and James H. Draughan as commissionei-s 
to ap])raise and value it, together with other lands situated in tlm same vicinity— 
'fhat said conunissioners \ aluod the said tract of land at '^12 per axre ; and that va¬ 
luation was assessed under amd for the following reasons, as will fully appear by their 
certificate, a c.'py of which is herewith annexed. A valuable ferry had for many 
years been attaciiecl to tiie said li'act of land. It had always been usual to rent it an¬ 
nually; the person I’entlng w:i:> as invariabl}' put in ]>ossession of the ferry as the laud. 
Other lands adjoining the tract, of the same qn ility, and equally valuable for all 
agricultural ])r.rposes, wcic s'alued and sold at .;^8 per acre ; and the higher valuation 
was placed upon the tiact inn'c luesed by your memorialist, solely and entirely on ac¬ 
count of the fen V atta.ciu-d to it—Your memorialist further repi’csents, that he: be¬ 
lieves Ibis circumstance did render the said land more valmiblc, and to the extent 
stated bv said commissioners—Yom* memorialist states, that not doubting his clear 
right to the said ferry, sapposed that no attemj)t would be made to disturb it; but 
was soon con\ iiiccd of his eiTc>y, ])y being iiiformed of the hict that the judge of the 
county court had granted tb.e said ferry to, amotlier perse,n, contrary to all the infor¬ 
mation he liad on the sidqect, wl-.ich was fell and com])lete, emd to the plainest dic¬

inorialistfurLher states, that he has put and made‘ "iluablc improvements on said land-— 
He prays your honorable body to pass a law relieving him from the payment of the 
^4 per, acre, at which the land >vas valued on account of the said ferry ; and your 
memorialist as in duty .bound will ever pray, 3cc. Signed, \VM. S. HAYhS.

Itds the opinion of the commissioners that the land should not 
be classed/ more than third ; but in consideration ot its locality, and the a.dvaiitagc 
of the i'erry, they are induced to class it second.

MR M^AFLE'S PROTEST. 

Rcasonsfor voting in the minority onaresolution introduced by mr Rather on yesterday. 

1. I believe it to be a subject that did not properly come within the sphere of our 
legislative power.

4 . I voted against said resolution, because I believed tliat it would have be m more 

proper to have given notice of the intended Jackson meeting in a manner different to a no¬ 
tice given by a resolution of this House, as said meeting vras designed to be a pri¬ 
vate one, and not a meeting in our legislative capacity. G. T. M‘AFEE.

necestity therefor; that the said John W. Devereux did, wilfully, oppressive¬ 
ly, atid In bad faith, neglect to specify in the notice given to the sheriff to re¬ 
new his bond, any time or place, when and where the said sheriff would ap¬ 
pear with his securities to renew his bond; that the said J. W. Devereux acted 
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illegally and oppreusively m not postponing, after having agreed so to do, 
the renewal of the bond of the sheriff until the fall circuit court of Covington 
county ; that the said J. W. Devereux did, illega’ly, oppressively, and in bad 
faith, dictate to the said sheriff the number of securities by him to be given, 
and restrict the said sheriff in the selection of his securities to seven men, some 
ol whom were the personal enemies of the sheriff, others of them having de¬ 
clared they would not become securities, and all, save one, absent from the 
place of taking the bond, and in declaring to the said sheriff he would accept 
no other securities except the seven persons, or some two of them, so by him 
dictated to the sheriff; that the said J. W. Devereux acted illegally, oppres¬ 
sively, and in bad faith, in failing and refusing to accept the securities offered 
by the said sheriff on the 17th of September last, when the same were known 
and acknowledged by the said J. W. Devereux to be sufficient security for 
the penalty of the bond; and because it appears that the office of sheriff of 
Covington county was vacated by the said J. W. Devereuv, under the influ¬ 
ence of a wilful desiecn to injure, harrass and oppress the said sberifi'Vining 
H oward, in direct violation and disregard of the rights of said Howard, and 
of tlic official duties of the said John W. Devereux, judge of the said county 
court of Covington count} .’’ A division of the question being called for, 
the vote was first taken on striking out, and lost. The question was then on 
the adoption of the resolution reported by the committee, and carried. 

Mr ERWIN’S PRO'fES I'.—Isaac H, Erwin, a menihercf the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives from the cr'unty of Mobile, havint^ \oted in tlie minority on a resolution in¬ 
troduced by mr Ratlier, a member from the county of Morgan, on the 10th inst. which 
resolution is as follows; Nesoli/td by the House of BefiresentativtSy that the Senate 
be informed tliat the members of this House will assemble at the hour of half past six 
o’cb'ck this evening, in their individual capacity, in the Representative Hall, for the 
purpose of nominating Elect<irs ol President and Vice-President of the United States,- 
at which time and place the Senators in the same capacity, are respectfully invited 
to attend,”—hegs leave to enter his protest against the passage of said resolution, and 
assigns as Ids reasons for the sa.ue, the following r 1. He believing it does not apper¬ 
tain to his duties as a representative of the people, to legislate on the subject matter 
of said resolution. 2. He is further under the belief that if it be a matter for legisla¬ 
tion, the resolution sh( uld have been j bit in its nature and tendency; and believing 
this to be the case, he moved an amendniont to the same, so as to make it a joint re- 
fto’ution of both Houses, but was precluded from the same by a call of the previous 
question. 3. He furthei' states that he acknowledges the right of the people to in¬ 
struct their representatives in all m itters with which they arc ei trusted. And believing 
himself to have been instructed and required by a majority of the people whom he has 
the pleasure in part to represent, to appear at a met ting called hy the friends of An¬ 
drew Jackson, whenever and wherever said meeting should take place, he did appear 
on the evening of the 9th inst. at a ineetmgheld in the Senate House, for the purpose 
of nominating Jackson electors; and at an adjourned meeting held for the same purpose 
on the succeeding dav, and in all matters which came before the said meeting, he 
voted, as he believes,' faithfully and truly, regardless of his own private feelings or 
prejudices, the wishes of a majority of his cimstituenrs.

with, they were read a third time forthwith and passed. Ordered, that their 
titles be as aforesaid. Ordered, that the clerk acquaint the Senate therewith. 

Memorial from the Senate to tlie President t»f the United States relative to 
the removal of certain Indian tribes was read a first time and ordered to a 
second reading. 

The bill from the Senate entitled an act to revive and amend the law re¬ 
gulating patrols, was read a first time; and the rule requiring bills to be read 
on three several days being dispensed with, it was read a second time forth¬ 
with, and referred to Messrs Johnson, Carroll, and Riddle. 

A message w as received from the Senate by Mr iMorton : Mr Speaker— 
The Senate do not concur in the resolution (if the House of Representatives, 
as coimnunicated to them, recommitting to the committee of conference the 
bill entitled an act supplementary to an act appointing commissioners to es¬ 
tablish the line between the counties of Tuscaloosa, Greene, and Pickens, 
passed January 20th, 1830, on the disagreement ( f the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, to the amendments made by the Senate to said bill, further to con¬ 
sider thereof. Ordered, that said message lie on the table.

Mr Carroll, from the military committee to whom was referred the bill en¬ 
titled an act more efiectually^ to secure the militia officers the infantry tactics 
received by this State from the General Government, reported the same with¬ 
out amendment. The bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr Hubbard made the following report: The committee on roads, bridges 
and ferries to whom was referred a resolution instructing them to inquire into 
the expediency of distributing interest of the three per cent fund amonf^ the 
several counties in this State, have had the subject under consideration, and 
have instructed me to report that the fund so proposed to be distributed, ap¬ 
pears to belong to the State for the exclusive purpose of improving the condi-- 



doa of the roads and rivers; that it is too inconsiderable lo ciiable the State 
to construct any important work, and that as long as it remains undisposed of, 
it will continue to be a subject matte" of contention and legislative exciteineiVi, 
creating more expense to the people by delay of other busines- in the Legis¬ 
lature, than the funds will ever be worth; besides, it is believed by your eoni- 
mittee that it inay, by die frequent contests for the vnonev, be productive of se¬ 
rious injury to correct Icgishi-tion, as it will generally be t'oiuul true, that in the 
scramble for money, the meanest will get most. They ihei-efore rcconimeiid 
an equal distribution arnoniiC the counties according to represeination. 

Tile same eonmiittee reporfxal a bill to be entitled an act (or tlie distribution 
of the interest arising from the three per cent fund; which was read. Mr 
Hubbard moved that the rule requiring bills to be read on three several days 
be dispensed vvitli, and that the bill be read a second time Ibrthwul!, 

The House adjourned until 3 o’clock this evening. 

JEvening session 3 o^cloclc ,—The question recurred upon mr Hubbard’s 
motion and lost. Mr Carroll, who voted in the majority on mr Hubbards 
motion, moved to reconsider the vote; which was carried.

was granted. 

The same committee to whom was referred a resolution instructing them 
to inquire into the expediency of appropriating a part of the interest arising 
from the three per cept. fund for a certain road therein named, reported the 
same as inexpedient, and ask leav^e to be discharged from the further consi¬ 
deration of the same; which was granted. 

Mr Herbert made the following report: The committee on enrolled bills 
have examined and found correctly enrolled, an act to organize a separate 
supreme court.

the inlantry tactics recen ed by tins State from the General Government; an 



dency at the UiiitCvl Slates*, an act supplemental to an act to establish a turn¬ 
pike road therein irK‘ntionrd, approved JaiiLiary 7, 1830; an act making pro¬ 
vision lor the taxing ol cattle iii this State w'hlch are the property of non- 
residciiis; the two last of which they have amended as set forth in the same, 
in all ol whu'li tbey desire ilie cmicurrencc of the fIou,se of Representatives. 

The bill from the Senate entitled an act for the relief of Edward Hendrick, 
was read a first time. Air Bal'cr moved that it be ffirtluvith sent back to the 
Senate to be placed in parliamentary form; which was carried.

Mr Fontaine, iVom tiiC select coiUariUee to 'whom was rcierred tlic petition 
of David Murpiii'cc', judge of the eomiiv court oi Walker coitnty, jjraying' 
the passage of a hiiv muiiorizing the saai Judge and eomnnssioiu'rs ct reve¬ 
nue and rocarhs of said CA<r.nt\ , to Inr. e tiae records oi the clerk’s ofiice of said 
county transcrified, reported a bill to be eiitillcdau act to authorize the judge 
of the countv court and cominission ts ot revenue and roads of Walker county, 
to have the records of said ©ounty transcribed; ^which was read the first time, 
and the rule reriidriig*^ bills to be read on three several days being dispensed 
with, it was read a bccond time fortlivvitii, and the rule being further dispens¬ 
ed with, it was eemsidered as engrossed and passed.

.si/ectfariv invited to atrend,” hes^' iaave to enter on tiic j^nirnal tlie reasons which in- 
dnenr'.'d their v(^tes, and tiicin ]jrctest agadnst the power exercised by u majority of 
this Ii -rase. 

Ai! power m-t t-rant'otl by tite <‘onsTitn.tion is rctairn^l by and belongs exclusively 
t(^ tivv, ]iC.'ip](:, and car.ir l i)e exercised :>y any pubhc fimcticnary. As no authority 
can be^ found for tiic exercise of i;]\is peover, we arc constrained to regard its exercise 
Itci'c as an iisarpation. Ti>e vncmhr isof the Legislature, it is true, ha\ e the right, 
in cvairnon witii (-liu'r c'ti'/:en.s, to nominate candidates for electors; but v/e deny 
lint t'aev ])osses.s an r (-ri»en or greater teglit. If the relation whicii su!)sists between 
tb- ra and their conatiinents increase their ijiflncnce at a meeting held for that pur- 

se, and will give greater weij'ltt tf> their epinions and recommendations, it is ob- 
vi/ais that tliev hold, cat such occasions, a factitious advantage over other citizens 
AN'b.o may be eqn.dlv meritorious. 'Tlu se advarttages, it seems to us, ought to satisfy 
the m!v>t grecd\' rwpirar.t alter j)vover. Hut when it is attempted to superadd to the 
iniluenc.e, tiu'le-vislative sane.ti* n of ti\e House, and t<'> exclude all hut mem!)crs of 
iiie Iw gislatur'' rrom the right u> paitxip uc in the nomination of candidates for elec- 
tois, we Can bm, \ iew it as a gr'>>-s usui'peLon of power, and as an attempt to csta- 
blisii an arist; c:-acv, ^^'e, thereh i c, re,nsider ourselves b'-und, not etdy to abstain 
from tiie t'Xt re se (d' t'lis lawless ])ower, but to protest against its exercise by others. 

If it be lawful ?io'rj to nominate caudidatrs fo* electors by a (/uafif. act of legislation, 
the prreodent I)'ing < s'oibiished, it may Irm rafter be deemed la wful to declare, by 
a full and c< inpieic act of legislation, wlio sirdl lie elected by the ])eople to this or 
anv other ofilcc, leaving to them the privilege of registering the edicts of the Legis¬ 
lature, in lieu of tltc hill, free and unrestrained right of sulTnige. Tims will the 
servants become tlie masters, and the masters tlte servants, and free suffrage nothing 
!)ut a nanie. It was by m.eans like these, that freedom has been destroyed in former 
ages, and in other countries. In the sacred name of liberty, Itave her enemies at¬ 
tacked and overthrown her citadels, and establisb.ed on tluir ruins tl\e thrones of 
(icspr.ts. It is from tiiose wearing lier livery, and professing her name, that most 
is to i)e feared, cspcciaily wlien tlieyfveutnre to resort to means to promote their 
ends, n it sanctioncil i)v lie!’1 1 ws. 

'I'be ))eo|)lc of the United States have, hy a long and continued effort, succeeded 
in })uiting down conga cssional caucuses. They mack' this effort, because they ennsi- 
dei-cd tliat Congress was usur])ing powers which belonged to the great body of the 
])t('ple, and wibich Imd not be en, and could not be delegated by them to that body. 
If a c< ngressicnal caucus is an usurpaticn of power, so is a legislative caucus ; if one 
leads to aristocracy, so does tlie ether ; if me's dictation to the people, so is the 
other. Put in the exercise of tills ])ower by Congress, they never ventured so f .r 
as to ])!’( fane tlic journal of cither House wirii ;inv ju'ocaeding in relation ; nor did 
tliey dare to prostitute the legislative j.o.ver to any sucli objects as has been done by 
thisH iise in the case uiub.’r consideration. iNk); that body was not content wirh the 
out-<if-d<ior*inriuence dei’ived from their char<icter of rejircsentatives of the p( o )le ; 
and in that char.icter only did they a< t, and not in their legidative character. And 
c'ven this has been repi-obated, emdemned, and put elown by tlie people of the 
fTnited States. And will the ])eop]e of Alabama approve the exercise of a power, 
by their Hdise of Kepresentatives, more lawless, more dictatorial, more aristocra- 
tical ; and one, too, which, is wlmlly unnecessary and uncalled for .<* 

it mav he attempud to assimilate the power under consideration, to that frequently 
exercised by the L( gislatui'e, in re commending a candidate to the office of Piesident 
of the United States. To this wc answer, that neitlier tlie power nor the object is 
the same, 'i'lie Legislature never docs attempt to nominate to the people of this State 
a candidate for President; but, on the contrary, in pursuance of their will, the Le¬ 
gislature merely recommends the man wlio has been selected by their crristituents, 
to the people of the other States. In the exercise of this power, they follow and 
obey tlie will of their constitueiits. In the exercise ot the power of nominating can¬ 
didates, the election (;f whicii belongs exclusively t( Hhe peojile of this State, khis 
House has attempted to guide the will of the people, and mould it to its own views 
and purposes. This is using the “little brief authority” with which the people have 
clothed thc‘ir representatives, to dictate to them in a matter vvh:ch belongs to the 
great body of the people, and to this House only as a very small part of that great 
whole. As well might tliis House undertake to nominate candidates for Congresi, for 
Governor, or for the State Legislyiturc, as for Electors,
